COERCING LABOR 70 LOBBY. 


Railroads, Led by Alton, Lining 
Up Men Against New Laws. 


LOWER RATES; REDUCED PAY 
Veiled Threat Induces Engineers to 


The raflroads are adopting new measures 
in their campaign to head off rate legisla- 
tion, national and state. The Chicago and 
Alton road seems to be taking the initiative. 
It is believed to be behind a scheme of coer- 
cion by which its employés will be lined up 
in a monster “ workers’”’ fight against the 
regulation of rates. : 

Under the veiled threat of a probable re- 
duction in wages to follow rate reduction, 
the labor organizations represented among 
the employés of the Alton have been per- 
suaded to consent to the signing of a petition 

against 


of protest congressional and legisla- 
tive action. 

Action in this direction has been 
taken by Division 19 of the herhood of 


Locomotive Engineers, which is headed by 
M. H. Butler, engineer of the “ red train ” 
running between Chicago and St. Louis. At 
a meeting held in Bloomington on Sunday 
the members of Division 19 adopted resolu- 
tions alleging that reductions in freight 
rates will be followed by corresponding re- 
ductions in wages of employés. On Thurs- 
day the firemen employed by the Alton will 
meet in Bloomington for the same purpose, 
and it is said similar action will be taken. 
The firemen are to be followed by the train- 
men, conductors, railroad machinists, boiler- 
makers, and all other workers affiliated with 
labor organizations. The dates for these 
meetings have not been set, but all employés 
concerned have become cognizant mysteri- 
ously of the move. 
Engineer Tells of Circular. 

At the Chicago roundhouse of the com- 
pany in Brighton Park an engineer said yes-: 
terday that, although he had attended the 
meeting in Bloomington, he was still in the 


| dark as to the full particulars of the alleged 


scheme. 
“We were told in a circular that if we 


didn’t rise up in protest against the reduction’ 
of railroad rates our wages would be reduced 
in proportion,” he said.

Officials Profess Surprise. 

Railroad officials professed “surprise,” 
when they learned of the meeting of the engi- 
neers in Bloomington on Sunday. It was not, 
however, without pleasure that they read the 
dispatches telling of the meeting, and one 
railroad president expressed himself tn plain 
language. 

“Can you blame the men for protesting?’ 
he said. “ Itis time they did protest, because 
they realize that rate reduction must mean 
a cutting down of operating expenses, and 
where are the railroads more likely to begin 
reducing expenses than in wages? I don't 
blame the men and I think it is an indication 
of intelligence on thelr part.” 

It was pointed out by one man that the 
reason why the engineers took the action 
they did at Bloomington was on account of a 
speech recently made before the Brotherhood 
vt Locomotive Engineers by Lucius Tuttle, 


In this speech, copies of which have been sent 
to railroad employés all over the country, 
Mr. Tuttle discussed the. question of govern- 
ment interference with rates, and he said 
that as surely as the government reduced 
rates through the interstate commerce com-

SAILORS IN DEATH PERIL.

Blaze of Mysterious Origin Sweeps 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 21, 3a. m.--[Special. }— 
The steamships Philadelphian and Dalton- 
hall and piers 8 and 4 of the Hoosac tunnel 
docks at Charlestown were greatly damaged 
by fire which started at 1 o'clock this morn- 
ing. It is believed the loss will be around . 
$1,000,000, 

The Philadelphian was stuck in the mud 
at its dock and quickly caught fire. Many 
efforts were made to move it from its dock. 
It was booked to sail today and had a big 
cargo aboard. 

Another Boat on Fire. 

' The Martella at pier 3 also caught fire and 
it was feared it would be destroyed. A strong 
breeze quickly carried it to pier 5, and the 
firemen were forced to turn their attention 
to a big and new grain elevator: 

' The steamer Michigan was docked at pier 
6, and the frightened sailors, realizing that 
the vessel was doomed, jumped overboard 
‘without attempting to obey orders to leave. 

The Daltonhal] next caught fire. : 

When the flames spread to the Philadel- 
phian a watchman gave an alarm to the 
sleeping sailors, coal passers, and firemen. 
Twenty jumped overboard and saved them- 
selves. The boat belonged to the Furness- 
Leyland line. ‘ 

No one knows where or how the fire started, 

Two Vessels Damaged Worst. 

At 2:30 o’clock this morning it was believed 
thatthe spread of the fames had been 
checked, that the loss would be confined to 
piers 3 and 4 and the steamers Philadelphian 
and Daltonhall. At that hour the upper 
works of the Philadelphian were burning. 
but it was thought that the flames would not 
reach the hold. 

The Philadelphian has a cargo valued at 
$750,000. One-fourth of its cargo, which In- 
cluded 5,000 bales of wool, had been dis- 
charged. 

Grain Elevator in Danger. 

The huge grain elevator connected with 
the wharves was in danger, but at 2:30 o'clock 
it was thought that it could be saved. 

So far as known at that hour no lives had 
been lost. The Daltonhall was loaded \..th 
grain, but it was believed that the boat would 


not be a total loss, 
At 2:45 the fire was said to be under control. 


TRY TO SAVE NIAGARA FALLS. 


New York Assemblymen Declare Ex- 
croachments of More Power Compa- 
' pies Will Make Cataract Fail. 


Albany, N. Y., Feb. 20.—The preservation 
of Niagara Falis from the encroachment of 
power companies was the subject of a debate 
in the general assembly today which pro- 
tracted the session until nearly 11 o'clock.

AMERICAN SORROW DENIED 


‘ROOSEVELT. CRITICISED FOR HIS 
CONDOLING MESSAGE TO CZAR. . 


Offers Sensational Resolution De- 
claring President Does Not Voice 
Sentiments of the People of United 
States in Expressing Sympathy for 
Murder of the Grand Duke Sergius— 
Grosvenor Says Executive Did Right 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—The action of 
President Roosevelt in sending a message of 
sympathy to the czar over the assassination 
of Grand Duke Sergius was the subject of a 
sensational debate in the house today. 

Baker of New York, at the close of the de- 
bate, startled the house by offering a resolu- 
tion declarfng that President Roosevelt did 
not voice the real sentiments of the people 
of the United States. 

Ir an excited manner Baker asserted that 
he had been told that if he introduced the 
resolution a motion would be made to expel 
him from the house. Rushing down the aisle 
and waving the resolution in his hand he de- 
posited it in the box provided for such meas- 
ures and defied any one to make a motion to 

'“ Make it now,” he shouted. “‘ Expel! Ex- 
pel! Expel! I tell you. Introduce your mo- 
tion to expel!’’ 


Resolution Condemns Russia. 
The resolution read as follows: 
That while this house views with horror the de- 
liberate destruction of human life, at all times 
and under all circumstances; yet it declares that ' 
reprehensible as was the murder of the Grand 
Duke Sergius, it was no more wanton than the 
massacre perpetrated by the Russian government 
on Jan. 22,: when thousands of. unarmed men, 
women, and children were butchered in cold blood; 
and that it regards the murder of those helpless, 
unoffending men, women, and children as one of 
the most dastardly. crimes ever. perpetrated; 
that, in refusing to express the horror of the peo- 
ple of this country at that fearful crime, while 
now asserting that ‘‘both the American govern- 
and people view the killing of Grand Duke 
Sergius with abhorrence, the president has not and 
does not voice the real sentiments of the people 
of the United States. 


American People Not Shocked. 

“I deny,” Baker vehemently asserted, 
“that the American people are shocked by 
the Killing of the Grand Duke Sergius." The 
people, he insisted, were, however, shocked 
“ At the wanton massacre on Jan. 22."" The 
killing of Sergius he declared to be but an 
incident in the effort the Russian people were 
making to overthrow the tyranny that had 
oppressed them. 

*“* Do you wish it to go out to the country,” 
interjected Mr. Thayer of Massachusetts, 
“that the American people sanction the kill- 
ing of Grand Duke Sergius?” . 

Mr. Baker replied that the people were 
shocked at’ the action of a government that 
refused to take notice of the murder of 
thousands of its individuals, “ and yet pre- 
tends to be horrified at the loss of ene human 


hife.”’ , 
Grosvenor Rebukes Baker. 

In the course of his remarks Mr. Baker 
referred to the refusal of the house to ad- 
journ out of respect fo the Russians killed 
cn the streets of St. Petersburg Jan. 22. 

With particular reference to that action, 
Mr. Grosvenor of Oblo was bitter in his 
criticism of Mr. Baker. Mr. Baker’s action, 
he declared to have been unprecedented. 
Ilad adjournment been taken, he said, it 
would have been a meaningless and stupid 
exhibition of ignorance. The public and the 
world knew that the American congress 
did not sympathize with riot and unnecessary 
bloodshed. 

General applause was accorded Mr. Mad-

the coming fiscal year much less than 
$1,000,000, and which at no time would involve 
the expense of more than about $10,000,0u0 
year.

What Reduction Means. 

There is a good deal more significance in 
the cutting down of the program of naval con- 
struction than most people may understand. 
There are now in the United States navy 
either built or building, twenty-five battle- 
ships. While we have been providing for our 
twenty-five modern battleships, England has 
provided for fifty-two, and her strength still 
is just about double ours. 

During the same time Germany has pro- 
vided for twenty-four battleships, making 
a total of thirty-eight in all. England today 
is building sixty-four ships of all classes, 
while our construction program includes 
only thirty-one. Germany is preparing to 
double the work of increasing its navy, while 
the house has cut down or modified our pro- 
gram and the senate probably will leave little 
of it. 

It takes about three years and a half to 
build a battleship. Torpedo boats, light gun- 
boats, and the smaller types of cruisers and 
scoutships can be built or improvised rapidly 
in an emergency. A battleship, however, is 
today the foundation stone of the foreign 
force of every nation. The officers of our 
navy, a8 weil as those of every other power, 
agree that the potential value of the battle- 
ship never before has been as evident as 
it is today. 

Safe from T 

Some people have assumed that the sup- 
posed destruction of the Russian ships by 
Japanese torpedoes is a sufficient reason for 
believing the battleship type is not a good one 
for the navy. There are records at the de- 
partment, however, going to show, there is 
not a single case of destruction of a ship 
of any type through the agency of a torpedo 
vessel except the battered and crippled 
Sevastopol, which was successfully as- 
saulted by a Japanese torpedo flotilla while 
it lay at anchor under the guns of a fort. 

Experts at the department say the Russian 
war itself has demonstrated that an attack 
by torpedo vessels upon well armed ships of 
any class is futile unless delivered under 
conditions. permitting of surprise. 

English constructors have been quoted 
Secretary: Morton to show that ships can be 
made which. cannot be sunk at all by tor- 
pedoes of the automobile type. 

No one knows better than Admiral Dewey 
that in fights on the gea today it is simply and 
solely a question of big ships against little 
ships. The torpedo boat at best must be 
near the coast, and fleets actually at sea are 
absolutely safe from all torpedo attacks. 

Navy Men Indignant. 

It seems remarkable that for the sake of 
saving a few hundred thousand dollars dur- 
ing the coming fiscal year the members of 
congress should have taken such great 
chances in the way of cutting down the naval 
construction program. The highest officers 
of the navy are. indignant that the house, 
without most serious consideration, should 
have lopped one of the proposed battle- 
ships, thus pwtting our navy exactly one year 
behind the place where it should be in regard 
to one immensely valuable fighting force, 
larger, stronger, and more effective than the 
Oregon, which steamed so bravely arotnd 
Cape Horn and was in at the death at San- 
tiago 


Over at the Army and Navy club, where 
service officers congregate and talk things 
over, they say without hesitation the day 
may come when the lack of a single battleship 
may mean the sacrifice of a large section of 
the United States navy, and in that case the 
responsibility would rest first upon the house 
of representatives and then still more heavily 
upon the senate. ; 

The president, the secretary of the navy, 
the admiral, the general board, and the entire 
executive force of the administration have 
urged upon congress the necessity of author- 
izing three battleships at least, so the peo- 
ple will understand who is to blame for the 
reduction in the program and the consequent 
loss of prestige in Europe and the orient at

Looks Bad for Woodward. 

The publication of these letters and the 
confidential report of the department have 
created a decidedly unfavorable impression, 
and Constructor Woodward will in all proba- 
bility be called upon to explain why he con- 
ducted such a voluminous confidential] cor- 
respondence with concerns offering to sell 


’ warships to the government. 


It is a curious fact that more than a week 
ago Secretary Morton was requested by the 
house naval committee to transmit to it all 
of the correspondence relating to the trials 
of the submarine boats, and that a large 
number of letters were sent, but those ex- 
changed between Constructor Woodward 
a the Holland representatives were omit- 
ed. 

This fact was called to the attention of Sec- 
retary Morton by representatives of the Lake 
Torpedo company, who were vitally inter- 
ested in the correspondence which had been 
withheld, as it contained the confidential re- 
port of the board, written by Constructor 
Woodward, who makes a vicious attack on 
the usefulness of its boats. 


Morton Starts Inquiry. 

When Secretary Morton learned that secret 
reports of the department had been made 
public, he decided to probe the matter to 
the bottom. He addressed the following let- 
ter to Capt. James H. Dayton, president of 
the board: 

Navy Department, Washington, D. C., Feb. 13.— 
Sir: The report of the board of inspection and 
survey on the trial of submarine boats dated June 
16, 1904, has been the subject of @ private and 
confidential publication, a copy of which has been 
called to my attention, I am informed that Secre- 
tary Moody not only did not authorize the pubil- 
cation of this report, but expressly directed that 
it should not be published. I have myself given 
no orders for the publication‘of the report. I shall 
be glad to have any information that you or any 
other member of the board of inspection and survey 
may have as to the manner in which this report be- 
came accessibie for the purpose of publication and 
desire a statement whether such publication was 
authorized by your board or in any way facilitated 
by it or by any member of the board. 

PAUL MORTON, Secretary. 

Every member of the board except Con- 
structor Woodward disclaimed any knowl- 


edge as to when or by whom the report was 
made public. Woodward replied as follows: 


W. H..Moody, then secretary of the navy, au- 
thorized me to give a copy of the report of the trial 
of the submarine Fulton to L. Y. Spear of the 
Holland Torpedo Boat company, with the distinct 

that this report was to be considered con- 
fidential until the navy department authorized its 
publication direct, and I so informed Mr. Spear 
when giving him a copy of the report. 


Contradicts Secretary. Morton. 

It will be observed that Contractor Wood- 
ward directly contradicts the statement made 
by Secretary Morton regarding the authoritf 
of Secretary Moody to make the report 
public. 

In this report an attack was made on the 
vessel of the Lake company, which entered 
into petition with the Holland boat, but 
which was withdrawn, and it said there was 
no reason for discussing that vessel. 

It is a curious fact that copies of this con- 
fidential report’ have been published in the 
newspapers of several foreign nations, where 
the Lake company is now seiling its ships. 

Constructor Woodward, as shown by cor- 
respondence, was engaged in’ gathering in- 
formation for the Holland company regard- 
ing accidents to and tests of submarine boats 
in Burope.

When the Standard Oi] company’s pipe 
line from the Kansas oil fields to Kansas 
City was opened the railroads which had 
been carrying the petroleum had to face 
compétition.

They are not law breakers in the ordinary 
meaning of the term. They are merely ig- 
norant of a scientific fact which has been 
made the basis of a law. 

For this reason the recommendation that 
the ordinance against spitting be given a 
wide publicity before any determined effort 
to enforce it is made is wise. Notices that 
spitting is prohibited should be placed in 
street cars, depots, halls, theaters, and in 
other places where it will be read by the 
public. After a season of publicity some 
systematic plan of arresting violators 
should be adopted. As the health depart- 
ment has suggested, the law should be * 
amended so as to make it the duty of some 
specific civic authority to enforce its pro- 
visions. If the ordinance is to be taken 
seriously by the public if must be enforced 
not spasmodically but continuously. Ar- 
rests neéd not necessarily be numerous or 
followed by heavy fines, but the widest pub- 
licity should be given to the fact that the

gin—an origin which-will always be cast 
in his teeth, as.sovereign of the duchies 
of Saxe-Coburg and of Gotha, whenever he 
adopts any course that does not meet with 
the approval of his subjects and of the people 
' of the neighboring German states. 

The duke will attain his twenty-first birth- 
day in July next, and will on that occasion 
assume the reigns of government of the 
grand duchies, which have hitherto -been 
administered by his cousin, Prince Ernest of 
Hohenlohe Langenburg. Since he left Eton 
he has been brought up in Germany under 
the tmmediate direction and supervision of 
the kaiser, along with the latter’s sons, of 
whom Prince Eitel, who has recently been 
so ill, ts his particular chum, and it may be 
added that he shares with the young king of 
Spain the distinction of being a posthumous 
child, having been born severa! months after 
the tragically sudden death of his father, 
the duke of Albany. 

It is understood that his will 
coincide with the attainment of his majority, 


} which is, after all, just as well, since the 


companionship of a lovely bride will go far 
towards keeping him in order and prevent 
him from following the example of nearly all 
his predecessors on the throne of Saxe-Co- 
burg, save his uncle, Alfred. The other 
dukes having beén for the most part unen- 
viably famed for their profiigacy, their 
drunkenness, and their eccentricities—eccen- 
tricities which led one of them to don the 


occasions, while another made a point in his 
éeclining years of always dressing himself 
most becomingly as an old lady, being, in

The future duchess of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, 
who bears the name of Alexandra Victoria, 
holds a particularly warm place in the affec- 
t‘ons of her aunt, the kaiserin, as the child 
of her favorite sister, Mathilda.

Gotha, nearly all of whose lives have been 


extremely unhappy. 


King Edward has just granted to the eldest 
eon of the late Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt his royal license to drop the. 
name of “ Vernon,” which he has hither- 
to borne in conjunction 
Harcourt, and to be 
merely as Lewis Harcourt. This is in ac- 
cordance with the wishes and the provisions 
cf the will of Simon, Earl Harcourt, through 
whom the Nuneham park and other Harcourt 
estates passed into the possession of his 
Vernon relatives. For, strictly speaking, 
“Lulu ”’ Harcourt, like his father, the late 
Sir William Vernon Harcourt, belongs to the 
Vernon family, of which Lord Vernon, a 17 
year old peer with an Ame1ican mother—the 
widowed Lady Vernon is a daughter of F. 
C. Lawrence of New York—is the chief. 
Lewis Harcourt, in addition to having an 
American stepmother—she is the daughter 
ot the historian and diplomat, J. Lothrop 
Motley—has also an American wife, Mrs. 
lewis Harcourt being the only daughter of 
the late Walter H. Burns of New York. 


No importance need be attached to the 
stories curremt just now in the newspapers 
to the effect that’Crown Prince Rudolph of 
Austria has been recognized by a number of 
his countrymen here. Similar reports have 
been in circulation concerning hearly every 
royal prince whose death has been of a vio- 
lent character, and there are far too many 
people of all sorts of description at Vienna 
who saw the remains of the ill fated crown 
prince as they lay in state, with manifest 
traces of the revolver bullets which caused 
his death, to render*any deception possible. 

Thus King Oscar ‘has during his reign 
been on several occasions tfoubled by either 
cranks or frauds pretending that they were 
his elder brother, Prince Gustavus, who was 
killed by a fall from his horse during some

Prince Baldwin of Belgium is likewise as- 
serted to be alive to this day, and there are 
scores of other cases both of royal and non- 
royal personages which could be mentioned 
in this connection, notably those of Charles 
Stewart Parnell, the great Prish leader, who 
was firmly believed by most of the peasantry 
in Ireland to be fighting under the Boer flag 
against the Eng in South Africa under 
the name of Gen. de Wet, while until the out- 
break of the present struggle between Rus- 
sia and Japan the Muscovite moujik was 
equally certain that the famous white gen- 
eral, Skobeleff, their legendary hero, was 
still in the land of the living and would ap- 
pear at the critical moment to lead the ar- 
mies of the czar to victory. 

In view of the recent expulsion from the 
French national order of the Legion of Honor ’ 
in the case of some particularly flagrant in- 
stances of knights found to have been acting 
as secret informers concerning the private 
lives and personal political opinions of fellow 
officers and fellow knights, it is of interest to 
recall that during the first thirty or forty 
years after the creation of this order by Na- 
poleon while still first consul of the French 
republic, members of the order on their ap- 
pointment were required to take the follow- 
ing oath of office: 

“TT swear to be faithful to the emperor 
(or king), to honor, and to la patrie, and to 
immediately reveal everything which I might 
learn that is contrary to the: interest of his 
majesty and to the welfare of the state, to 
take no service and to receive no pension or 
pay from any foreign prince without the 
special consent of his majesty, to observe 
all the laws, regulations, and bylaws of the 
order, and in general to fulfill all that per- 
tains to the duty of a brave and loyal knight 
of the Legion of Honor.” 

For more than half a century past this 
oath of office has fallen into disuse. But it 
has never been repealed, and now the friends 
of the defunct Combes administration are 
putting forward the question as to whether 
the president of the republic, as grand master 
of the order, the grand chancellor there- 
of, and the new Rouvie 
right whatever to expel the order 
sisted in having fulfilled the require- 
ments of the old time oath of the order, 
since knights are nowadays bound by the 
same feajJty to the republic as was demanded 
of them by the king in monarchical times.

For years none of the produce of the noted 
mares he owned by the great horses he 
had purchased ever reached the sale market. 
Hé secured the famous Ed Geers as his train- 
er and @river, and annually campaigned a 
big string of horses down the grand circuit, 
on hand. ’ 

Robs Palo Alto of Laurels. 

Village Farm stud gradually grew in pro- 
portion. Hamlin aspired to breed and send 
out record breakers and for several years 
spared no expense to put his great place 
ahead of his California rival, the celebrated 
Palo Alto, owned by United States Senator 
Leland Stanford. Slowly but surely he robbed 
the noted western ranch of Its laurels, and 
at one time not a single world’s trotting 
record stood against Village Farm .the horses 
bred on the famous place and owned by Ham- 
lin had become the champions of the day. 


Some of these records still stand.and may | 


not be wiped out, even in anéther generation. 
Chimes, a Village Farm stallion, is. the 
premier sire of average extreme speed, as 
three trotters by him have an average record 
of 2°. Fantasy, a Village Farm product,

Since his retirement from 
activity in its general management, leaving’ 
his son, Harry Hamlin, in complete charge,

been sold at intervals in the last few years, 
but so extensive is the great place that there 
are still over 400 horses on the farm. 

In his early days of wonderful success, and 
as Village farm gradually took precedence 
over other trotting horse breeding establish- 
ments of America, it Was understood that C.

Pan-American Man Testifies He Owns 
Thousands of Acres in Mexico and 
Texas, Besides Much Stock. 


William H. Hunt, president of the defunct 
Pan-American bank, appeared before Ref- 
eree in Bankruptcy Wean yesterday after- 
noon and was questioned as to his assets. 
He protested that he was not trying to 
conceal anything,” but his counsel entered 
an objection to nearly every question asked. 
His testimony was to the effect that he owns 
thousands of acres of land in Mexico and 
Texas and has paid up stock in the’ Interna- 
tional Bank and Trust company of Mexico 
valued at $150,000. The cerificates, he said, 
are now at his New York office. Besides 
these he told of many more stock holdings 
regarding which his memory was not par- 
ticularly clear. 

Previous to Hunt’s appearance before the 
referee, his counsel filed an answer-in the 
United States court denying the allegations 
set up in the petition filled some time ago 
by Attorney Everett to have Hunt declared 
a bankrupt.

Hunt’s counsel made an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to have the matter continued to give 
him time to fight the jurisdiction taken by 
the federal courts in Hunt’s case. 

By agreement of the attorneys the case 
was continued until Friday afternoon at 2 
o’clock. Attorney Remy, representing Hunt, 
said he expected his associate counse! to en- 
ter the case, and asked for the continuance.

FALSE REPLY INSUFFICIENT 
’ TO VOID INSURANCE POLICY. 


Man Said Mother Died of Heart Failure 
When Consumption Was the Disease,

of family history was declared insufficient 
yesterday by the Appellate court to rendera 
life insurance policy void.
